An India Office communique says:—The Commissioner in 
Gorakpar, in the North-East United Provinces, telegraphs that two 
Sub-Inspactors and fifteea constablea were killed in an attack by 
two thonsand velunteers and villagers on police oficesin the village 
of Chaurichaura on the 4th. instant. The bnildiog. with the bodies, 
were burned. Two volunteers are beliaved to hava heen killed end 
several wounded. Railway communication is ternporasily cut off. 
‘The situation is most serious. 

The Commissioner at Bareilly, in the United Provinces, 
tel>graphs that processions of five thousand solunteers assembled on 
the £th. inst. io defiance of the prohibition. They were dispersed, 
their flags seized and bands silenced. Subsequently a crowd, re- 
inforced by outsiders, attacked the Town Halland were charged by 
tbe police, who were met by a volley. The police fired repelling the 

" attack, bur the crowd remaining hostile, the roilitary were called in. 
Everything is now quiet. A District Magistrate and the Super- 
intendent of police were wounded by brickbats’ and two people were 
killed and five wounded.

It 
was nO attempt on the part of the 
Company to break the strike, the 
Company not deing interested in 
the fimancis! respita of the 
suilings and the guards oo board 
were only for the purpose of 
protecting the vessels against 
possible damage by irresponsible 
elements amongst the strikers. 

T am personally convinced that 
the mea bave been very ill-advis- 
ed by their leaders. whose attitude 
all through must beave done 
much to'alionate the sympathies 
of the public, of Chinese and 
foreign nationality alike — 

In the first place, taking into 
eccount the present depressed 
state of the .sbipping indus:ry 
the. world over. with owners 
having ,to face the necessity of 
catting down overhead charges 
io order to make both ends, meet, 
the time was inopportane to 
demand a general increase 
in wages.

Ifthey 
hare to speak old verse,’ they try 
to make it “natural” by turning it 
into prose, or alse they gabble it 
as fast as they can, as though it 
were a stupid child’s lesson, to 
be got over early and put out of 
the way. Very rarely can they 
be persuaded to syeak it de- 
Uberately and with enjoyment 
as if was originally written and 
spoken. So-it is with old prose.

Congratulations. 


Knowing that we ate voicing 
the feelings of the whole British 
community, we should like to’ ex~ 
press our appreciation of the 
very ready tanner in which 
American residents of the Colony 
have come forward in this time 
of stress and anxioty with offers 
of service. As we were ablo to 
report yesterday, somo sixty or 
seventy have been enrolled as 
special constables, and they have.

-THE. JAPANESE COMMERCIAL MISSION. 


- The Japanese Commercial Mission. having completed 
its tour of inspection in England, is now going the rounds 
of Francs. where the same assurances of amity are being 
exchanged. Probably the cynic. with doubts as to the 
sincerity of the amenities that have been witnessed at 
Home. sees in this duplication of the ceremonies across the 
Channel a confirmation of his surmise that the whole} 
collection of speeches may he classed _as pleasant notbiugs. 
This isto take a jaundiced view. Platitudes. and plenty 
of them, are inevitable on such occasions, which does not 

reclude the feasibility of 3 considerable element of value 
in these missions. The Japanese party, comprising repres- 
entative busiress men from the island empire of the East, 
have for some weeks been in close contact with the 
dustrial captains of the Old Country. apd it is a reason- 
able assumption that the experience has contributed some- 
thing tewards a closer‘ 1iaderstandiog-both in the purely 
commercial sphere and also in the personal sense, sshich is 
a factor of importance in relation to the first-named. - 

- While the customary dealings in compliments have 
been plentiful, there has at the same time been some frank

Our Roads. 


Apropos of our Note the other 
day on the rather bumpy con- 
dition of the road between the 
University and Aberdeen, we are 
glad to see that the P.W.D. staf 
is engaged on patching the worst 
places, though it will take quite 
av extensive amount of work to, 
put this section of the road round 
the island in proper order. As 
one travels over the roads of the 
Colony one cannot tut fail to be 
struck by the fact that wherever 
a motor bus service is in operation 
our roads suffer quite a fair 
of damage. The motor 
buses in Kowloon are scarcely 
heavy enough to make much im- 
pression.on the general condition 
of the Peninsula’s roads, but in 
several places one can already 
see signs of wear and tear. Per: 
haps the most striking effect of 
motor bus traffic is ta be seen 
just now on the stretch of 
toad between Un Long village 
and Sheung Shui station,in the 
-new territories. For several miles 
on the Fanling side of Un Long, 
the road is deeply serrated with 
rots and travelling is by no means 
comfortable. This is a fact which 
goes to prove that our local roads 
are scarcely fitted ‘for heavy 
traffic and it preseges a rather 
heavy expénditure on the part of 
the Government so soon as motor 
bus transport is more widely 
introduced. This Colony has 
every right to be proud of ils 
roads, but it must be borne’ ‘in 
mind by advocates of quick road 
transport that the coming of such 
transport will be at afairly hoavy 
price. The present staff of rodd 
workmen would scon prove far 
too small to keep the. roads in 
order, unless a great deal of sur- 
face relaying was embarked upon. 
For ordinary traffic the. roads 
saem quite suited, bul for heavy 
traffic they have not so far given 
litle evidence of resistance.
